ghortly after § o'clock yesierday aflernoon
My, Funston received an telegram from Madi-
gon, Cenn., which read us follows:—

Aotlng upon this telegram, he al onea pro-
eeeded 10 lfr. Bluekstone's bouss, No. 815 Jad-
son sireet, and cudeavored Lo eflect an éntrance,
but was unable to do #o. He then went to the
siation-house at Twenly-third and Brown
streets for pollee ald, and Polieeman Eil I,
Newman accompanied him to the house. In
eonsequence of whet was ssen by him, word
was commupuleated by lelegraph to the Uentral
Biatlon. Chlef of Polloe siniholland and QOuolef
Detective Ereu, wilth Detectives Levy and
Gordon, immedlistely proveeded Lo Lthe plsoe,

The room In which tie bodies were discoyered
is very small; 14 I8 not carpeted; has a window
on the gouth slde, and & door on the eastslde
On the wesl slde of the Yoow, Jast to the right
hand as yon passed (rom the back parior Into
the kitohen, I8 a emull oven-range. One lid of
the range wes 13iog upon the floor smeared
with bluod. _

The body of Mrs. Blackstone was lylng about
1wo feet from Lhe range, her head to the sonth
and her feet 1o 1he north, the body belng
stralght. Her right hand was across the lefu
Bhe wes fally dressed. Lying just below her
left hip was the body of the boy. He was upoo
hisstomach, the lell klde of his face belog on
his mother's dress; his left arm was ander blm,
and the right exteaded. The head was Lo the
east and the feot Lo the west, and very near to
the door leadipg to the baeck parlor. Lyin
npon hisarm, her bead glio résting agalnst an
above Lhe mother’s hip, was the litue girl, her
faee inolined Lo the south. The boy had on &
white night dress and the girl a tigurad n!isht
wrapper., Thelr feet were closa wogether. The
Eonr inother's head was almost severed from

er body, & the wounds In the children's
heads were nifal.

Of course a very lake of blood had collected
aronnd the thres bodies, Asthe floor Inclined
a little towards ihe door, the life fluld ran In
that direction, and wounld have found its way
throngh the Interatles over the slll butfora
ﬁnuullnn which tne murderer had adopted,

A table eloth, carefully folded, was packed
sguinsl the Jower portion of the door, so that
not a drop escaped from Lhe room.

On the north sida of the furnace, resting
ngailnsl itand the jJamb of the door on the
west, Was an axe smeared with blood, the
bandle belvg very litile stalned, and havdly
sprinkled.

On Lhe east side of the back parlor, aud olose
to the door leading 1nto the kKltohen, I8 8 man-
telplece, Immaeadiately benaath It I8 & lounge,
with the hend towards the norih, neariy
touching the kllchen door. A plllow, covered
wilth b , 18 upon this, and the crlmmson fluid
has run through it, pormeating the fabrio of
the lounge, aud dropping on to the floor,
where the carpet has pariially soaked itup,
The little boy's cloltlng 18 upon Lhig lounge,
near the foot.

A ciroalar iable sets in the southeast porilon
of the room, lmmediately in front of the lonnge
and the llbrary; atablecloth covers 1t, and &
number of dishes, A highehalr s on the south
side, In which 18 the clothing of the little girl,
dress and skirts, The cups and saucers coniain
tea-slops, showlng they had besan used, Oan the
east slde of the table, and belween it and the
lounge, 18 & rocking-ohalr; alongside of it on
the table was a thimble and tpool of cotton:
and in front of It, npon the floor and near Lhe
pool of b wis & work-box, the lld open,
conlaining the usual articles inoldent to a
lady’s work-box, Folding doors lead Lo Lhe
front parlor, lo thls room hangs a frams ¢on.
taining & certificate of flralk honor Lo Isabella
E. Lee for excellence In soholarship, and the
study of English com tion and algsbra. in
the winter of 1863, at the Youpg Lw
leglate Institute, New Haven, .+ Slgned
James M. Linsley, Prineipal, In this room 1s
a ohlld’s three-wheel velocipede; also a little
hoop, whioh 1s placed near the head of a hobby-
horae. There are no marks of blood in the

room,

In the back parlor thire are spuris of blood
arched npon the door leading to the entry, and
this door is some nlne feel away from the
Jounge. Upon the door leading from the back
room Lo the kilchen is & smear of blood, as
though & bloody cap had prossed agalnst It

Dr, 8hapleigh having arrived, he procesded
o make an éxamination of the thrée bodles,
with the followlng result:—

The following wounds were found upon the

The nlsht-ur wias removed from s [1Ltle
hesd, A horrible hole was in the right slde of
the jorebend, Dr, Shapleign inserted his Aingar
in the bole,snd 11 weul a8 far back as tne
M’lh of the fioger, ‘I'ne hole was one and a
balf Incheés long, over the right eye, the
bones of the skull bsing drivea into the
brain.

Dr, Bhapleigh took hig needle and attempted
to draw up the bole In (he head, but 1t conld
not be done. as Lhe bones moved ahonl beneath

In Thne TELRGRAPH orlloml:g wao printed an
aosount of n man baving walked into the Dala-
wure at Ohesnut street wharf, A bhandkerohlef
found In his ocoal, which he threw overboard
before jumping into the water, contained the
name of Blackstone,

Oblef Mulbholland informs us that this man
wis apprehended by the Bixth wird polioe on
Monday, beoause of his Insane aoctions, and
breaking from Lhem with groat viclonoe,
ceffecied his escape, Yesterday the river was
dragged, and the body brougint up, when his
friends Identified It as that of Mi. Blackalone.

Jumes Lindsley Blackstope, the murderar,
wis born in Brantford, Conneotiont, ia 1842
In the year 1845, and on the 20th of Augast, his
wife, Isabella Ellsabeth Lee, was born in Madl.
50D, In the sune Bimie, Toelr marringe was
solemnized on the 2d of December, 1857, Aboat
fonrteen months pgo Blackstone came tothis
oily, and immedlately beoame associnled with
Mr, Fooston o the manafoturg of gillded
fiamen, nt No 012 Market sireet. t the time
when be eame here, Hinokstone did not briug
bis family, but left them In his native place
uonul saeh time a8 he should have
prepuared g bome for thelr rvecepilon, He ses
oured the dwelliog No, 815 Jadson street about
uLe year ago, and hmmediately his wife aod
two litle childien came on, The house was
furplshed with all the means of cogafort; and it
Bppours from Lthose who had seen them ot thalr
own fireslde that the members of the family
woere ail eheerful and bappy, but Blackstone,
Frersinee his arrival @ deep melanob oly began
tomanlfest Heelf, and thongh he did everythlug
1o pectire the epjoyment of his children and his
Wile, whoin be geems Lo have desply loved,

Bl be reaped none of that pleasure whioh he
#guve to others, He was a fluoe-looking man,
alrong, heallhinl and with good lnﬂrl[‘qlmtl-
tles—=everyihing, Indeed, 1o make n man 1oved

and respeoted, but he could not shake off that
heavy, brooding spirit,

Mre, Biackstone Is sald to have been m very
pleapsnt woman, who made b lLer évery en-
deavor to sid her husband. Bhe was often de-
preesed by her Ineffectual otforts to eheer
nim,  Bome time ago, in conversation with
Mr. Fuuston, she stated that Insanity was
hereditary in the Blackstone tamily. She was
evidently a well-lnformed womau., To this
couple were only born two children—a bright
little boy and a sweet-faced [1itle girl.

1Lee Blackitone, Lhe gon, was born on the 16th
of April, 1861, and was, thorefore, almost eight
fv““ of age. Catbarine ls, Lthe daughter, was

orn on the 28d of Javuary, 1806, and jad passed
only her third birthday. These twochildren
were the joy of their parenis. The falher espe-
cinlly doated upon them. He never returned
from his labor but what he bronght them some
token of his affection., Oa the mantel shelf of
the dining-room, just above the sofa on whieh
the little girl lay when killed, was crowded a
variety of toye. The floor wWas scatiersed over
wlth other playthings, and in every room was
some present belonging 1o theehildren.

My, Grady, the cashler of the firm of Fans'on
& Blsckstone, siates that Mr. Blackstone lefl
the store mboutl 6 P. M. on Balarday and re-
turned In about fifieen minutes, telllng Mr,
Grady that he (Mr. Blackstone) had taken five
doliers from ithe drawer.. He then bade Mr,
Grady good-bye In such a4 manner as to make
bl think there was gomolhing strange in his
conduct, Mr. Bigsckstone has stated frequently
that he did not regret his change of basiness,
and be always spoke In the highest terms of his
partner in conversation with Mr. Grady., He
referred to bls wife and family Invariably In an
afleclionnle manner,

Mr. Funston, the partner, states that ina
converealion with Mre, Blackstone on ‘Thurs-
day, she stated that loranily was hereditary o
in the farnlly of hey husband, Mr. Blackstone
hag altended the Congregational Church of
Rev. Dr, Edward Hawes since he has been in
thisolly. Mr. Funston farther states Lhat he
understood Mr. Blackstone had money coming
10 him, and was 8 man of considerable means,
and hie wife was sald to have money in bank.
Mr, Blackstone did not make hig appenrance al
ithe store on Monday.

Mr, Counlston, the owner of the property in
Judson street, states that Mr. Blaokstone in-
formed him on Saturday that he had intended
1o purchase & house al T'wenlleth and Oxford
streele, but was dlun&polnled in getting money.
He prid bhis rent on Satarday,

The following theory of the manner in which
the deed was committed will very likely Lo
borne out by the facls:-At an early hour on
Mondsy morniog, Mra, Blackstone got up from
whereshe wns sieepipg in one of the upper
chainbers, and dressing herself complete, went
down inlo tbhe kitehen. Whether Blackstone
went down with her at the tline or subsequently
jsa quesiion which noortal can solve. Proour-
frg ber kindling, she emptied the grate of the
IRDge, plamed the wood, sod then put on the
conl. While bending ovaer therauge, Blacksatone
stepred behind her, and ralsing an axs, which
he bad procured, struock her a terrible blow, -

The ebarp edge of the Instrumentout a fright-
ful gash io the woman’s right oheek, and
eruﬁed throngh ber jaw, &lmost severing it
completely from the reat of the bony struoctures
of the face, As Ltoe vietinsralsed her head, the
murderer. again ralsed the axe, and strock her,
the lustrument this time burylog itself into
ihe neck, severing the windplipe and ohipping
the splual column, She could make no strug-
gle, Tor death must have been too sndden. Toe
little boy, Les, may have run down when his
mother did, and have seen the enactment of
this part of the iragedy, or he may have been
onlled from the room above by his mother's
crien, However, he came inlo the kitchen,
and the murderer, eatching his little son, beat
his brains out with the pols of the axe

Golog Into the dining-room whers his bean-
tiful lttle three-year old daughter lay, he mur.
dered her by besating the skull until 1ts bony
slruciure was entirely shattered,

Afler the tragedy was enacted, the murderaer
—the husband of the one and the father of the
two other victims—did nol seek Inany manner
Lo cover “P the terrible erime, He sl.ep{nd hack
Into the kitchen, however, and taking the bod
of his wife, st1ll warm and covered with bloo
lald it ontupon the bare floor, with the head
Iylog towards the window opening npon the
slde alley. Then taking the mutilated body of
bls son, he siretched Iy out upon the same foor,
but partly on its face, and with 115 head resting
upon the mothet’'s hips. Then going into the
dinlog-room, he lifted the bleeding form of his
lstle deughter—whose features although set
rigidly in death, wore a sweet, pleasant smile—
and earrying it {nto the kitohen placed 1t beside
the form of the boy,

Oply In one way did belrytoevade atoohasty
discoveay. The ourrent of blood which wellad
from the gasbed throat of his wife was ruanlog
towards the kitchen door,and fearial that it
might course throogh under the door, he rolled
op s white teble cloth and lald it across the
floor, 80 that the blood tide wounld be stopped
Then golng to the sink, he took asmall rag and
with the nid of water, cleaned his bands of
thelr red stalns, Then placing upon the sink
& boller which had been standiog 1o the way,
he lefi the scéne of his flendish bulebery, and

utting on his olothes, passed on! thé front
oor, wbich he closed, and walked down the
#ireel. But the thoughis of the terrible crime
he conld not efface, He aoted sirangely—ilke
ope who did nol know what Lo do-—as If his
mind wes confused, While passing on in this
manner, an otficer of the Ninth Poilos Djgtriot
fctfsted bl Mo poipoitded 1a 80 nansnal and
sirapge a lone Lbhat he was taken in ouslody,
the officer bellevieg bim Insane.

Learnlvg that be wes Lo bo taken to the sta-
tiop, Blackstone broke away from his cua-
todinns and dashed down the sireet, evading
all pursnll; on he wenti, now ruanlog, now
walking qulekly, unill he remched Unesonl
sireat wharf, The sight of the water did not
slop him, but stepping on to the edge of the
wharf, and befors & haud conld be given Lo hils
rescue, ho plunged into the water Lo rise, once,
twlee, and then sink. There can be no doabt
that lempnmrer insanity, cansed by finanolial
troubles, led him to commit the terribla deads,
for whl:h be has voluntarlly gone Lo render an
noronn

These, then, are Lthe deinlls of the frightful
murder. Time may give some new develop
ments, but all the clrcumatanoces are here glven
Lhatare ru‘ulmd o makiog o falthful record of
this shooking cerime, Bome have belleved Lhat
the trugedy ocourred on Bunday evening, but
this eonld not be, slnce thenext door nelghbors
sAy that on Monday morning they heard Black-
stone and his wife conversing.

Thore 18 & large crowd, and great excitement,
around the house of the murdered ones this
mornipg. No new developments have been
made, The Coroner’s Inguest will ellolt
nothing forther than what s now known.

Allrged Frauduolent Issne of Bonds,

The Pacific Kailroad Committee commenced
their Juvestipation into the alleged frandolent
jasue ef bonds by the Ceotral Paclfic Railroad.
W. F. Chandler made an elaborate argument
before the commitice to show that (he bonds
were issued in violation of the law. He is sup-
ported by Caleb Cushing, To morrow the in-

Io the House yesterday, while the supplemen-
tary Tax bill was up, General Logan in & sharp
epeech 1eierred to Judge Kelley's efforts Lo haye
the tax lowered, and time for taking tbe whisky
out of bond extended, and intvmsted that it was
done for the benefit of a few Ph'iadelpbin
whisky firms, wno bad united with the New
York whitky ring. Judge Kelley, in the course
of & neat aud forcible speech of ten miautes, met
the charge as lollows:—*1 say to the House, us

I bave eaid to former OCongres«es, that
I bring to the clucidation of this
question the knowledge I ‘gathered

ina luge establishment in Philadelphia from
gentlemen who prior to the war were buoilding
vp a ftrade in fine American whiskies, und
exclpding loreign liguors from our markets by
presentlug euperior articles of home produc”
tion, The firms from whom I derive my know-
ledge, and whose Interest [ udvocate here
fruookly, as I do those o!f every olher American
manufacturer, compare in higtoric characler
and present reputation with gentlemen engaged
in apy otber b siness in the country. I speak
of #uch frms as John Gibson’s Bons & Co.,
Henry 8. Haunis & Co,, of Catherwoods, the
aud frstlast of these houses baving cxisted for
more than sixty yeara in the city I represent.

“Nine months sgo,these, with eight or ten other
houees of cqual chargeler, held uearly twenty
milllon: gallova of fine whisky~—table whisky,
such as gentlemen who furnieh liquor ut al!
provide for their friends; whisky, such as has
largely excluded epurions French brandy from
our tideboards, and which, betgra the interna;
revenue tax was imposed on i}, was entering
laigely into our foreign export trade—nllos me
to eay that these munulacturers and dealers in
fine whitky were men who paid $1 300,000 of
revenue, which was pald lest year, Whateyer
fraud there was then upon revenue was in the
lower grade of whiskiea,

“These finer qualities increate in value so
much by age that owners of them are realy to
add twelve cents on each gallon for the privi-
lege of holding them a year, or twenty-four per
cent, per anuum trx, Mr, Bpeaker, [ would be
fulze and reereant to (he interests of my consti-
tuents if, from apprebension of Imputation or
dennncistion by the gentlemsn from Illinols, or
any other map, I saw s great national or ludivl-
dual Interest sacrificed to gratify a few specu’
Iators.”

The Murder of an Anstrian Connt-A
Cnrious History,

The body which was discovered on Sunday
lnst, floating iu the water near the Blysian
Fields, with o kntle plunged in the heart, has at
lnst been identited us that of Frederiok Wes-
ger, an Avstriun nobleman. The face was re-
coguized last cveving by Mr, Augast Sshmeditz,
formerly the proprictor of Bt George's Hotel,
at the corner of Third and Hudson sireots,
Hoboken, That gentlengn, in company
with & reporter, visited the offire ol the
undertaker, Mr., Pareslow, where the body has
been kept sivee i discovery, lnst eveniog.
From the deseription which Mr, Sehmedite saw
in the newspapers, he surmised that the gorpse
waa that of his tormer friend, and upon secing
the face he positively ldvmlﬂ'ud the teatures as
those of Count Wesser, The recognition of the
face and the development of the inots which
were related byy Mr. sSchmeditz will, without
doubt, furnish a satisfactory clue to the mure
derer. Weseer came to 1his country in 1866
fitom Austria, wheie he brlonged to one of the
poblest and poorest families of the conualr
to which he belooged, He had Jed & 1ife of
dissipation ond recklessress at homwe, and came
to this country, it 1s said, to escape the con-
sequences  of some ol his  improdent
acte, When he landed he was penniless, and
being wholly unfitted for physical or mental
Jabor. he was, daring h!a residence here, the
foot ball of fortuue, aud A reckless adventorel.
He found & friend in 8chmeditz, and was offered
@ =itumtion by the latter in s hotel, He ae-
cepled the offer, and lor nearly & year acted ln
the capneity of clerk and bartender in St.
George'’s Hotel. While residing there he be-
cATne nequaimed with a German citizen of
Huodson City, aund frequently visited at his
bouse. He is said to bave become intimate
with 1he Iady of the house, and = desperate
confilet took place at last between Wesser aad
tae husbaud of thie lady; butalthough the latter
was peverely hurt no serious consequence re-
sulted, other than a deadly enmily between
the two wen. The husbapd and wife
soon geparated, and Weaser subtequently . mar-
ried the womun, hving with ber votil Fridey
morning last. Her re<idence was not koown
by Mr. Bchmeditz, but he remembered fully the
clreunmstances'ol Wesser's sequalntance #ith her,
a8 they were told him by the latter. The ho
in which Wesser had been employed was sold &
few weeks ogo, and since that time he had been
ont of ecmployment, On Friday he was seen in
Hoboken, and siated In reply 1o inquirles that
he was golng to New York to obiain & situation
in an exprees office. After that time he was
seen no more uniil bis body was found in the
river, below the pathway that leads to the
Elyslan Pletds,— N, Y. Tribune of this morning.
